I 
remember a cabinet maker who got asthma 
only.on days when he polished a certain type 
of wood, and I remember a number of 
asthmatics who had to choose between asthma 
and giving up their job in a factory where 
some special dust made them ill. 

To help asthmatics in doing their own de- 
tective work to find out why, occasionally, 
they are free and at other times are ail 
stuffed-up, I wrote a booklet. It is one of a 
group I have written for the help of patients. 
Anyone who wants the list can write me— 
including a stamped, addressed envelope— 
I am sorry I cannot give them away, but: 
most of them cost less than 75 cents. 

Many persons with asthma, when they keep 
a record, may find that many of the spells 
follow emotional strain. I have read thet 
one in two of the children who go to one fine 
hospital for asthmatic children stop wheezing 
the day they leave their -home—where, per- 
haps, the parents were fighting or talking 
about divorce, or being too fearful and: soli- 
citous about-the child. 

Many asthmatics ask me if they should go 
to the dry areas, but I cannot say. A wise 
allergist could probably advise them 
~ Many asthmatics past middié age are suf 
fering from conditions hard to cure, such as 
emphysema (a disease that causes a great 
loss in efficiency im the lung) or they are 
having trouble with a bad heart. Many are 
smoking too much and can choose between 
wheezing and not smoking three packs a day’
